THE SUPREME COURT ISSUE 


Some of the speakers for the Indepen- 


dent Progressive ticket attempt to dis- 
tract public attention from the proposal 
to remove the constitutional restrictions 
on congressional legislation by asserting 
that is is not an issue in this campaign. 
If a vigorously advocated plan to amend 
the constitution to permit congress to 
pass any law it sees fit over the decision of 
the supreme court that it is unconstitu- 
tional is not an issue; we should like to 
know what it is. In point of departure 
from the established form of American 
government, it is the most radical yet to 
be seriously advanced. 


A proposal which would expose the 


millions of Catholics in the United States 
to abolishment of parochial schools and 
further infringement of their religious 
liberty: which might any day put a Ku 
Elus: Elan or similar movement into polit- 
ical power with complete license to place 
on the statute books any discriminatory 
legislation it desired; which might any 
day attempt suppression of the right of 
free press, free speech and free assem- 
blage ; which might destroy by simple leg- 
islative enactment the property rights 
and the numerous other guarantees of the 
constitution: which would let down the 
bars and make the control of congress, 
with its unlimited powers, a perpetual 
fight between vested interests and self- 
seeking conspirators, is certainly of po- 
litical concern to the American people. It 
is of such great conern that if it were in 
real danger of being put into effect, it 
would transcend any other issue ever 
raised in the United States. 


If the Independent Progressives were 


successful in this election and controlled 
congress they would be obligated to pre- 
sent a resolution to this effect to congress, 
and if they had a two-thirds majority, to 
pass it. 
That would be a long step to- 


ward its adoption. The battle would then 
be transferred to the states, three-fourths 
of •which, would have to ratify before it 
conld be adopted. "While we do not be- 
lieve such a scheme to undermine the 
foundations of the American government 
•will ever receive the approval of the 
American people, it is nevertheless well 
to be on guard. 
To the estent that we 


value religious liberty, personal liberty, 
freedom of speech, press, assemblage, 
home and property, just to that degree 
will we be vigilant on this extreme pro- 
posal. 


It is not unlikely that the day will coma 


when we will amend the constitution to 
require a larger than a mere majority 
vote of the supreme court to declare a law 
unconstitutional. 'We think there is much 
to recommend such a change, but it is a 
vastly different thing to wipe away the 
many "inalienable rights" and securities 
the constitution affords, and which are the 
basis of all the freedom we enjoy and 
prize so much in this country.

dian Bureau had been misrepresented. 
Commissioner Burke expressed a be- 
lief that the question would be ami- 
cably settled before the new fall school 
term at the Tais Pueblo begins. 


According- to new information Mr. 


Burke has received, two Indian child- 
ren between, the ages of seven and ten 
are usually withdrawn for 
an 18- 


months period from modern education- 
instruction, to be taught the tribe 
As there is no written history of the 
Pueblo the purpose is to develop the 
children, -to become priests and medi- 
cine men, and enable them to pass on 
to succeeding generations by word of 
moutU the story of Pueblo life. 


The Instructions given the children,-* 


Mr- Burke said, deal not only with re- 
ligous matters but also the history and 
materia rcedica of the Pueblos from 
the begii ulng of time, including the 
uses of herbs ana their medicinal Qual- 
ities. The boys are supposed te be con- 
secrated, are not permitted to play 
with other children and i-leep under 
guard of an elder Indian in the "estu- 
fa" or "kiva," a chamber built in or 
beneath the pusblo where secret reli- 
gious ceremonies and tribal councils 
ore held, and which is entered by a 
hole in the roof. 
During their year and a half train- 


ing, Mr- Burke continued, the boys 
are fed upon corn products, squashes 
and other traditional vegetables. Meat 
from domestic animals is forbidden, 
such diet being confined to the flesh 
of wild animals, fish and wild birds. 


Commissioner Burke 
denied that 


the Bureau of Indian Affairs has Is- 
sued orders placing a ban on the hold- 
ing by the Pueblos of their ancient re- 
ligious ceremonies, and stated the gov- 
ernment would not interfere in any 
way with them. 


The Taos Pueblo Is located 75 miles 


north of Santa Fe, on a small stream, 
and has a population of 618 Indians, 
the number increasing about 25 per 
cent in the last twenty years.
